How the City Will be Managed if there is an 
Epidemic. 
(From the Menimpbis Ap eal. | 


on the matter a reporter called on Dr. Luede- 
mang and asked him: 

**Does the yellow tever’virus 1l08e any of its 
force with age?’’ 

‘*Yes, after acertain amount of exposure to 
pure vir, whichisthe great disinfectant, and 
so meteorological fluctuations take away iwuch 
ot the energy of thé poison.’’ 

‘*Does the guestion of time enter into its 
power?’’ 

‘*Yes, very materially.’’ 

**Well, then, why is it that the boats, which 
come 80 slowly up the river, are quarantined 
niter the fever germs have had time to die out, 
while the trains, with the same probavle 
amount of infection, are not stopped at all?’’ 

‘*‘Thnere is a biast of air through a car that 
you haven’t got ina bout, in which the virus 
of infection is much morc concentrated through 
its closeness, its Lilge water and its slow ac- 
climation as it passes up the _ river 
from an infected district to one 
previously free. O ithe railroad the fluctua- 
tions of temperature, etc., are more rapid and 
more deadly to the virus. Eight ounces of 
sulphur to a thousand cubic feet of air is 
enough to clean anv car thoroughly.’’ 

‘‘And the bageaze?’’ 

‘-Buggage is allowed in which merchandise 
is kept out.,There is no danger trom this quar- 
ter to speak of.’’ 

Mr. Francis isin full avthority on this mat- 
ter, and it was announced tv-day at the Health 
Commissioner’s office that passengers On the 
trains would be examined bereafter. 


Measures of Protection in St. Louis. 

The action ot the EPoard ot NHealth 
is watched closely by all the citizons, 
and 0 far its course has 4 met 
universal approval. There are no cases of 
fever in town, despite the frequent rumors 
to the contrary, wiuich, being tracked to their 
origin, invariably result from atase of chills 
and fever. 

Assoon asa dubious case is found by any 
physician in the city, the Board of Health is at 
once notified, and the patient is watched 
closely until the diseuse dcclatres itself 
unmistakably. No delay will be tolerated in 
removing any Memphians who may be stricken 
by the fever at once io the Quarantine, where 
proper care and attention can be givento all 
who may need them. 

An addition has been madein t*e corns of 
sanitary Officers, and the citv is undergoing a 
thorouxh inspect'on and cleaning, which will 
make its condition almost periect. 

THE CUARANTINE STATION 
is now thoroughly ieady for everything that 
may happen, and nurses, cooks and laundress- 
es have been sent down to meet all possible 
contingencies, while stores of groceries, cloth- 
ing avd drugs have already been Jaid in, 
THE HOTELS 

are vely closely watched, and any sickness in- 
quired into- at once, if the patient 
comes trom tre South. The Loard naturally 
looks to the guests of each hotel 
‘or irforma’ ifn as well as to the manacers, 
and they thinkthey wiil be kept thoroughly 
pos. d about both hotels and boarding-bouses.

The men 
who went to work onthe Ohio and Mississippi 
and Toledo and Wabash were in- 
timidated {Oo such a degree that 
they threw up the sponge and coased 
their labors. It was rather tearcd that there 
would be trouble, and the Mayor of East St. 
Louis, City Marshal Renshaw, and the U. 58. 
Marshal from Springfieid were called upo. for 
aid. There was adire foreboding last night 
that to-day the _ strikers would resort 
to acts of lawlessness if any 
ofthe workmen wanted to resume work. 
Happily the presentiment proved untrue, and 
_2 Visit along Front street to the various fieirht 
sheds developed the fact that peace reigned 
and apparent harmony prevailed. At all the 
lines men were busy ‘toading and ur’oading 
treight, with the exception of the Vandalia. 

The strike is praciica’ly terminated. After 
several conferences Detween the officia’'s of tre 
different companies it was dctermined to met 
the men half way. The ‘‘platform’’ hands, 
who are calied ‘‘stowers,’’ were tobe puid 
$1 25 per day, andthe ‘‘iruckers’’ $110. To 
this arrangement aU the roids aceded, witn 
the exceptie:, of the Vandalia.

sealed book. Inthis 1eve'ation lies the hope 
that during the present visit ot the fever pa- 
tients will be killed by the disease alone. This 
hope and the mighty exodus that has taken 
place are our only encouragement at the pres- 
ent outlook.

The baggage, bedding ant furnitare which 
was brought into this city by the colored emi- 
grants to Kansas has been a source of some 
alarm to themore timid. The facts in the mat- 
ter, us investigated by the Board of Health, go 
to show that the amount of exodus batgage in 
the city is extremely small, as 
nevily all the negroes who had effects 
hept cn up to Kansas, while only those 
who were utterly destitute remained in the city. 
Those who did remain had Jictle bevond their 
personal cloth.og, aud be’ ides this it is claim- 
edthstthe great majority of t. es. negroes 
came from plantations and not from the fever 
siricken towns, and hence their goods were 
probably free from infection in the first place.

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Influence of the Yellow Fever Upon St. 
Louis Business. 


As Yet No Considerable Injury 
Has Been Done. 


Hopefal View of the Situation Taken by 
the Leading Merchants. 


In order to ascertain what effect the yellow 
fever at Memphis is having upon the trade of 
St. Louis, a reporter was detailed this morn- 
ing to go Out among some of the representative 
business men aud interview them upon the 
subject. It will be found that 
no serious injury has yet been 
experienced, and that none is expected, 
so long as the dread disease is confined to its 
present bounds. Certain special lines of busi- 
ness bave suffered slightly, but as yet no seri- 
ousinjury has been done to anybody here. The 
people who are bearing the burden ofthe yel- 
low fever so far are those who live at Memnnis 
and in that vicinity. St.Louis has rather gained 
than lost by the epidemic, for it has drivensome 
of the largest firms from Memphis here, and 
some, if not allot them, may make this their 
permanent abiding place, and will thus add to 
the volume of business. 

MR. WM. M. SENTER, 
the well-known cotton dealer, was of the opin- 
ion that the fever at Memphis would increase 
cotton shipments to St. Louis. ‘‘It did so last 
year,’’ said he, ‘fand I do not see 
why it will not doitagain. You seé we depend 
mostly upon the Iron Mountain Railroad to 
bring cotton here, and the fever at Memphis 
cannot very well affect its business. And then 
some ot the Memphis cotton men are coming 
up bere and will open offices bere to do busi- 
ness. Of course théy have their castomers, 
who -will now ship to this point.’’ 
@‘‘Who are some of the Memphis cotton men 
who have come bere?’’ 

‘*‘Well, Imay mention M. L. Meacham & Co., 
A.B. and N.C. Treadwell & Co., Schofield, 
liomer & Co., Hull, Fontaine & Co., Booker & 
Jacobs and the Pratt Gin Co.’’ 

‘*Will the coming ol these firms here not tend 
to increase the importance of St.Louis as a cot- 
ton market?’’ 

‘*Yes, we already have creater facilities for 
handling cotton here than they have at any 
other city in the country. We have large ware- 
houses which are connected with all the rail- 
roads, and have reduced the price of handling 
cotton down tothe minimum price. The St. 
Louis Cotton Compress Company has just in- 
creased its capital stock to $700,000, and is 
preparing to erect another warehouse balf 
as large as the one they already 
have. <Atter itis built they will put into it the 
largest cotton compress company in the 
world.’’ 

‘*You do not ebject to baving dealers from 
other cities come into this market?’’ 

‘*No, no; we like to seethem. A few more 
good firms would help the business. We are 
glad to see them, and believe they will do well 
here.’’ 

MR. H. 8. DE PEW, 
General Manager of the Cairo Short Line Rail- 
road, was visited talearn what effect the yel- 
low fever had had u»on transportation to 
Southern points. 

‘*Ot course,’’ said he, *‘we feel the bad ef- 
fects on our liné, as it depends largely upon 
the trade of Memphis and vicinity for 
its prosperity. We Are now ship- 
ping very litte treight of any kind down 
to that country. A little flour, meai and ba- 
con are about all. Memphis is the great pro- 
vision market of St. Louis, and, as itis now, 
the merchants there are not buying anything 
at ail.’’ 

‘*The fever then will make it very hard for 
the Tennessee railroads?’ 

‘*‘Yes; butI do not think they will pursue 
the same policy they ast year. 
{ hink they will stop busi- 
ness altogether and save expenses. 
I have just received notice that the Mississippi 
and Tennessee Railroad will stop all freight 
trains. ‘The Mewphis and Charleston has al- 
rendy done so, and Ilhave a notice from the 
Louisville and Naslivilie saying. after this, 
thev will not run any regular freight trains on 
their road west of Humboldt. They will send 
out an occasional special, but will not be re- 
sponsibie for satety of goods.’’ 

MR. A. W. SOPER, 
general superintendent of the Iron Mountain 
Railroad, said his road had as yet suffered but 
little from the Memphis epidemic. 

‘‘Are you receiving any freight from Mem.- 
phis?’’ 

‘*None whatever.’’ 

‘*Do the towns along your line in Arkansas 
and Texas threaten to establish quarantine?’’ 


‘*No; they seem to be satisfied that St. Louis 
is dealing with them fairly and that merchants 
here will not deceive them. I have joinedina 
request to Dr. Rutherford, Health Officer of 
Texas, to send a man to this place and one to 
Cairo to see for themselves that we are keep- 
ing good faith with our Texas and Arkansas 
friends.’’ 

‘*‘You do not think, then, there is going to 
be any very great injury to St. Louis trade?’’ 

‘*No, [do not. Ihave hopes that the fever 
will pe confined to Memphis, and if itis, St. 
Louis trade will suffer very little.’’ 


MR. GEORGE BAIN. 
President of the Atlantie Milling Company,and 


| targely interested in the Southern flour trade, 


said he did not think St. Louis would suffer to 
the extent of a dollar from the yellow fever. 

‘*‘Have you observed any falling off in your 
shipmients?’’ 

‘*‘None—rather an increase, if anything. 
They require a certificate to accompany all 
shipments that go to Texas and Arkansas, 
but it 1s easy enough for me to 
make an affidavit that the flour made 
in my mill does not come from Memphis. I 
don’t think anyboay need get scared here 
about the feverin Memphis hurting business. 
We want a lot ot those fellows down there to 
come up here and do business, and I am in fa- 
vor of givingthem the use of the Exchange 
tree of charge.’’ 

MR. GEORGE SMALL, 
of the flour and commission house of C. P. 
Burr & Co., said he had observed no falling off 
in the Southern trade of his house yet, Ifany- 
thing there had been an increase, for thereisa 
large Tennessee trade, heretofore supplied by 
Memphis, that will now come to St. Louis. 

MR. MICHAEL M’ENNISS, 
vice-president of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
and member of the pork-packing firm of Fran- 
cis Whittaker & Sons, did not seem to be un- 
easy, although heis largely interested in the 
provision trade. 

‘*Do you think St. Louis interests are going 
to suffer from the fevei this vear?’’ 

‘*The provision trade felt the shock at first, 
and prices went down 15 per cent. all over the 
country, but 1 donot think they will go any 
lower; nor dol thinkthey will go much higher 
for the present. I think they will remaia avout 
stationary. ’’ 

‘*Tne Memphis trade ts, of course, complete- 
ly dead?’’ 

‘*Yes, there is nobody there to buy and no 
consuimption.’’ 

‘‘But will there not bea corresponding in- 
crease in the demand at the smaller towns that 
have been getting their supplies from Mem- 
phis?’’ 

‘*I suppose there will be. We expecta num- 
ber of the Memphis dealers to come up here and 
supply their regular customers trom this point 
direct.’’ 

MR. JAMES MEAGHER, 
of Meagher & Co., pork packers, said he had 
a large Southern trade in meats, but he did 
not anticipate any very great falling offin bus- 
iness unless the fever got outside of Memphis. 

‘‘Our shipments to Memphis,’’ said he, 
‘fare, of course, cut off entirely, 
but we will finda market somewhere else tor 
that which we have heretofote sent there. We 
bave done more business with Memphis this 
vear than for five years past,and things looked 
very prosperous down there. I think many of 
the fem phis dealers will come here and do 
their buying and selling. I believe their

CURIOUS RESEARCHES. 


Sending Northern Animals to Havana for 
Yeliow Fever Experiments. 


The various problems connected with the 
yellow fever are now undergoing investigation 
by the National Quarantine Commission of the 
Board of Health. Drs. Chaille and Sternberg 
have gone to Havana, the home of yellow fe- 
ver, and they propose to establish a com- 
piete physiological laboratory, in which their 
investigations of yellow fever can be cou- 
ducted. They wrote to Prof. Austin Flint, Jr., 
of Bellevue Medical College, asking his advice 
in regard to the animals necessary for thei ia- 
boratory experiments. Professor Flint reterred 
them to his assistant, Protessor Charles F. 
Roberts, M. D., whois in charge of the exten- 


sive physiological laboratory of Bellevue Med- 
ical College, and he prepared the outfit of ant- 
mals which was sent to Havana Saturday, on 
the steamer Niagara. 

Professor Poberts was asked concerning the 
strange workin which he was said to have 
been engaged. Drs. Chaille and Sternberg, he 
said, bave been sent ont to Havana to make as 
thorough @nd searching investigation of vel- 
low fever in its native land as is possible, They 
have erected a physiological laboratory there. 
Inthis their experiments will be conducted. 
and full reports are to be made from 
time to time to the National Board 
of Health. One of the points they wish to test 
first ia whether a newly arrived persouis more 
liable to contract yellow tever than one who 
has lived in the country for some time. That 
is one reason why they wish to have the ani- 
mals they are tousein their experiments sent 
tothem from a Northern port. Again, they 
desire to see whether a white animal is more 
susceptible than a black one. On this ac- 
count, all the animals shipped are as 
near white as could be procured. They will be 
exposed tothe contagion by being piaced in 
rooms where yellow fever bas been and where 
itis atthat time present. The various fluids 
of the body of a person having yellow fever, 
and especially the black vomit, will be intro- 
duced under the skin of the healthy aniinals, 
and the effects caretully watched and noted. 
Tne experiments with the perspiration are 
especially expected to yield import- 
ant results. The temperature of 
the animals is to be carefully kept, and all the 
most recent discoveries in science are to be ap- 
plied to effect a solution of the problem. The 
list of animals embraces six white rabbits, six 
Guinea pigs, four dogs, two house-cats, a pair 
of fowls, tour legborn chickens, and two South 
American monkeys—one known as the mid- 
night monkey. The antmals have all been 
carefully housed, and every effort is to be 
taken to secure their safe arrival in Havana.

Several 
days ago arumor was circulated to the effact 
that Austin Corbin, the president of the Maan- 
hattan Beach Company, had taken am open 
stand against admitting Jews tothe beach or 
hotel, This report was on Sunday strengthen- 
ed by a statement from Mr. Pf. 8. Gilmore, the 
leader of the Manhattan Beach band, who said 
that Mr. Corvin told bim he was going to oppose 
the Jews, aud that he would rather ‘‘sink’’ 
the two millions invested in the railway and 
hotel than have a singie Israeiite take advan- 
tage of its attractions. A representative of the 
Herald called upon Mr. Corbin at his banking 
estavlishment in the new Trinity building, N». 
115 Broadway, yesterday, t®@ ascertain wih 
foundation there was for these most extraor.i- 
nary rumors. Mr. Corbin at first exhibirce: 
some timidity about talking on the subject, bat 
finally invited the reporter into nis private of- 
fice, where he was joined by his brother and 
partner, Danie! C. Corbin. 

THEY EXPECT TOO MUCH. 

‘*You see,’’ he began, ‘*‘I don’t want to 
speak too strongly, as it might be mistaken 
for fomething entirely different from its in- 
tendea sense. Personally I am opposed to 
Jews. They are a pretentious class who ex- 


pect three times as* much for their money as 
other people. They give us moretroubiec on 
our road and in our hotel tian we can stand. 
Another thing is that they are driving 
eople- who are begianing 
land the most ftashion- 
world.’’ 
‘*Of course, this must affect business.’’ 
‘‘Why, they are burting us in every way,and 
we do not want them. We cannot bring the 
bichest social element to Manhattan Beaeh if 
the Jews persist in coming. They won't a@sso- 
ciate with Jews, and that’s all there 1s abous 


‘*‘Do you intend to make an open stand 
against them?’’ 

‘-Yes, 1do. They are contemptible as a class, 
and I never knew but one ‘white’ Jew in my 
lite, The rest lfound were not sate peopie to 
deal with in business. Now, 1 teel pretty warm 
over this watter, and I will write a statement 
which you can publish.’’ 

AN ‘‘OFFICIAL’’ EXPRESSION. 

Mr. Corbin sat down at bis desk and wrote a 
few sentences on a slip of paper, as follows: 

‘*We do not like the Jews as aclass. There 
are some well-behaved peopie among them, 
but asarulethey make themselves offensive 
to the kind of people who principally patronize 
our road and hotel, and I am satisfied we 


should be better off without than with their 
custom.’’ 

‘*There,’’ said he, handing the statement to 
the reporter, ‘‘that is my opinion, and Iam 
prepared to tollow up the matter. It is aques- 
tion that bas to be handied without gloves. It 
stands this way: Wemust have a good place 
for society to patronize. I say that wecannot 
do so and have Jews. They are a detestable 

vulgar people. What do you say, eh 
Dan?’’ j 

This last sentence was addressed to his 
brother, Mr. Danicl Corpin, who had taken an 
active part in the conversation. ‘’Dan’’ said, 
witb great emphasis, *‘Vulgar? [ can only find 
one term forthem, and that is nasty. It de- 
scribes the Jews perfectly.’’ 

Mr. Austin Cerbin then spoke warmly of the 
loss sustained by the Manhattan Beach Com- 
pany in comsequence of Israclitish patronage. 

‘*Do you mean, Mr. Corbin, that the pres- 
ence of Jews attracts the element of ruftian- 
ism?’’ asked the reporter. 

‘*‘Not always. But the thing isthis. The 
Jews drive otf the people whose places are 
filled bv a less particular ciass. The latter are 
not rich enough to have any preference in the 
matter. Even they, in my opinion, bear with 
them onlv because they can’t helpit. Itisnot 
the Jew’s religion 1 object to; it is the offen- 
sivenéss which they possess as & sect or na- 
tionality. I would not oppose any wan be- 
cause of his creed.’’ 

‘*‘Will the other members of the Manhattan 
Beach Company support you in your posi- 
tion?’’ 

‘‘lexpect them to. They know just as muck 
aboutit as Ido, and no reasouavble man can 
deny that the Jews will creep in a place just as 
itis about to become a grand success and spoil 
everything. They are not wanted at the beach, 
and that setties it.’’ 

‘*Have you spoken to any other members 
about it?’’ 

‘*No; but I guess they knew my opinions.’’ 

Mr. Corbin rose trom the chair he had been 
sitting in and paced the floor. ‘‘I’lltell you,’’ 
suid he, running bis fingers through his bair, 
‘‘if l had had my way and there was no one to 
consuit in the matter but myself, I would have 
stopped the Jews from coming long ago. You 
just publish my statement. It covers -the 
whole ground, and I mean every word of it.’’ 

Mr. Corbin concluded the conversation by 
telling the reporter to be sure and not give the 
impression that he was warring against the 
Jewish religion, but be stigmatized the Jews 
as having no place in first-class society. 
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A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


A Loopof Red Hot Wire Encircles a Work- 
man—A.Horrible Death.

On Saturday morning dn accident @ccurred 
in the rod mill, at Johustown, resulting in the 
almost instant death ot Richard O. Jones, an 
employe aged 20 years. A red hot wire rod 
became twisted as it entered the rolls:
